EDITORIAL 


A Quiet Transition 


(4 HE fall of Canton and the arrival of 
Chinese Communists on the Hong- 
kong border have had few apparent 
repercussions on the Ife of the Colony. 
The Hongkong suthoritics, down to 
Sudividual Police officers on border duty, 
deserve congratulation for their tactful 
handling of the situation; and their 
refusal to become alarmed at what waa 
always regarded on a__ potentially 
dangerous moment.

Tandon, Oct. 20,—Four 
lending Wert London hotels 
and members of their staff 
were fined mn total of £2,760 
at the Cantral Criminal 
Court today for buyin 
poultew and rabbits from a 
blackmarket ring alleged to 
have “cornered the London 
market and held everybody 
up to ransom.”
